
A solution to traffic problems? 

LOCAL RESTAURATEUR AND CHURCH STREET RESIDENT SUGGESTS NEW LAY-BY TO EASE CONGESTION 


A LYME Regis restaurateur has come up 
with a suggestion which he hopes could 
solve traffic congestion in one of the town’s 
narrowest roads. 

Antonio Gravili, of Antonio Trattoria on Church 
Street, has suggested narrowing the pavement oppo¬ 
site his restaurant to allow for a lay-by in which vehi¬ 
cles could pull into when waiting at the traffic lights, 
allowing others to pass by easily. 

Mr Gravili came up with the suggestion after spend¬ 
ing years watching large vehciles struggle to pass each 
other, mounting pavements and causing damage to his 
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restaurant and Bay View Flats across the road. 

He now hopes his solution - which would also in¬ 
clude moving the traffic lights from the current pole 
on the pavement to the wall of Long Entry flats to 
allow space for the lay-by - will be considered by the 
town and county councils. 

Mr Gravili said PC Richard Winward had asked to 
meet him to discuss the 
traffic problems in 
Church Street, which 
seem to have increased in 
recent weeks with several 
double-decker buses be¬ 
coming jammed, and he 
was particularly support¬ 
ive of the lay-by idea. 

Mr Gravili added: “I 
think it is simple and 
shouldn’t cost too much. 
It would alleviate traffic 
coming up the other way 
and, if buses are in the 
lay-by, traffic behind can 
see what is coming so 
they can stop further up 
the road if necessary.

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■ MARGARET Leicester was born in London and 
has one sister, two sons and four grandchildren.

Margaret became active on the School PTA, then 
onto the town council in 1980. She was a member 
of the governing body of St George's Infant 
School for 28 years and an independent member 
of the Verne Prison Review Board for 10 years. 

Margaret became Mayor of Portland Town 
Council in 1985 the same year she joined Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Borough Council. After a sec¬ 
ond term as Portland Mayor Margaret retired 
from the town council after 28 years. 

She has served on most borough council com¬ 
mittees, chairing Planning and Scrutiny. In 2012 
Margaret was made the Mayor of the Borough, a 
very exiting period attending a garden party at 
Buckingham Palace, lunch at the Mansion House 
with the Lord Mayor of the City of London fol¬ 
lowed by a front row seat at the Olympians Pa¬ 
rade. 

Margatet said: "I attended various Olympic 
events and met so many really nice people both 
here and at our twin town of Louviers last sum¬ 
mer. I have also been wined and dined the length 
and breadth of Dorset by other mayors, collec¬ 
tively known as the Chain Gang." 


■ WHY do you live on Portland? 

We have stayed on Portland because we have grown 
to love the place, its history and its wildlife. I think we 
can now say we have been accepted as some locals 
forget when talking to me that I was not born here 
and start asking if I remember something from their 
school days. 

■ WHERE do you go for your holidays? 

When we go on holiday we do go looking for sun¬ 
shine in the autumn and winter but stay on Portland 
during the summer enjoying our garden. We have 
been going to Menorca and Gran Canaria for a last 
few years. 

■ WHAT is your favourite time of the year? 

My favourite time of year is the summer as I hate 
being cold. 

■ WHAT is your favourite film? 

I am not sure I have a favourite film. Since moving to 
Dorset we rarely go to the pictures. Ones that stand 
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out in my mind are the war film Odette and Doris Day 
and Barbra Streisand musicals. 

■ WHAT is the scariest thing that has ever hap¬ 
pened to you? 

When you get to my age there are a few. Two car 
crashes, a wall falling on my son when he was only 
eight years old and having a thrombosis 20 years ago 
where they threatened to amputate my leg. Fortu¬ 
nately for me the operation went well, saving my leg 
thank goodness. 

■ IF you could live your life again what would you 
be? 

I always used to say I would return as a man because 
they only ever did one thing. Multi-tasking is not in 
their DNA. I am not sure I would change my life. I 
would hate being dictated to by my husband or any¬ 
one else. My generation has seen great progress in 
society's development such as inside toilets, bath¬ 
rooms, electricity in all homes, TV, things taken for 
granted today. The list is endless. In the past we 
played in the streets, never felt threatened, really en¬ 
joyed the small things in life and did not miss what 
we'd never had. No TV showing how much there was 
to purchase if you had the money, so we were satis¬ 
fied with our lot. Communities stucktogether helping 
each other. When people have little they appear to 
take more pride in what they do actually have. Mend 
and make do, never throw away what can be repaired. 
This generation may well have to adopt this attitude. 

■ WHICH three people would you invite to your 
dream dinner party? 

The Queen because she has witnessed even more 
than me, being older. I'd also invite Nelson Mandela 
and Paul Newman. 

■ WHAT would you do if you won the lottery? 

Depending on how much, obviously I would pay off 
the family's mortgages, extend my house and sup¬ 
port some of the charities that I have supported over 
the years to boost their funds. I'd also enjoy even 
more holidays and ensure my grandchildren received 
a good education and were financially secure. 

■ WHAT do you hope the future holds? 

I hope to have a relatively healthy life for a few more 
years yet so that I can continue to enjoy my life to the 
full.

BUT ONE COUNCILLOR SAYS SHE WOULD RATHER SEE MONEY SPENT ON FOOD BANK 


THE names of a former town clerk and mayor will be re¬ 
painted on the Millenium Clock in Lyme Regis using the 
cheapest possible option, town coucillors have decided. 

After hearing that the Millenium Clock at Cobb Gate 
needed repainting, councillors recently suggested that it 
just be painted black and the gold names of former town 
clerk Mike Lewis and mayor Owen Lovell, who were in 
office in 2000, not be repainted to save money. 

The item returned to council at last week’s Town Man¬ 
agement Committee, when works supervisor Elliot Her¬ 
bert presented members with four options for the clock, 
including painting it just black and three options for re¬ 
painting the names in gold, ranging from £40 plus VAT to 
£1,200 plus VAT in price. 

Councillor Rikey Austin said: “I know this is something 
people feel really strongly about one way or another but I 
think we have bigger things to worry about than whether 
the gold names are there. 

“I don’t care what the papers say about me, we have the 
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highest take up of families needing parcels from our food 
bank. If you ask me whether I want to spend £1,200 on 
the clock or for families in the town who need food on 
their tables, I’m going to go with food on tables.” 

Councillors Michaela Ellis and Ann Bradbury argued 
that the food bank, run by LymeForward, was nothing to 
do with the town council. 

Councillor Terry O’Grady added: “The clock is not part 
of our history. The two names on the clock are not iconic, 
they are not historic figures.” 

He pointed out that the clock had also stopped working 
and said he would rather see the money spent on the play¬ 
ing field. 

Councillor Mark Gage said he was in favour of the 
cheapest £40 option, which was gold coloured vinyl laser-

Street, particularly damage to Bay 
View Flats which had become a 
“regular occurance”. 

He said the buses currently posed 
a danger to pedestrians and residents 
who may be in the entrance porch of 
the flats, as they often mounted the 
pavement, but this would not be nec¬ 
essary if the lay-by was in place. 

Mr Gravili has also called for a so¬ 
lution to be found at the top of 
Church Street near the London Inn, 
where he said large vehicles often 
ignore the signs and push their way 
down the road. He suggested that the 
idea of yellow hatching recently 
raised by the town council may work 
in this area. 

Chairman of the town council’s 
Planning and Highways Committee, 
Councillor Anita Williams, said a 
meeting was being arranged be¬ 
tween the town council, new county 
councillor Daryl Turner and county 
officers to discuss a number of traf¬ 
fic issues in Lyme Regis. 

She added: “We would consider 
any suggestions that they may have 
to improve traffic flow and safety. 

“I have seen a suggestion relating 
to re-shaping the pavement next to 
Long Entry, I believe that Councillor 
Turner has asked the county council 
to consider the practicalities of this.”

cut to the shape of the names. 

He added: “It’s broken on a number of occasions before 
and it’s broken again now, which will unfortunately cost 
a considerable amount to fix. 

“The problem I have with the names is that they have no 
context. Anyone walking into town now will think that 
Owen Lovell is the mayor and Mike Lewis is the town 
clerk but clearly they are not. I don’t know how strong 
Councillor Lovell feels about his name being up there, I 
haven’t spoken to him about it.” 

Councillor Lovell was not present at the meeting. 

Councill Gage said he had received a letter from a for¬ 
mer councillor, who he did not name, saying they could 
not remember agreeing that the names should be painted 
on the clock in the first place and it was a surprise to many 
when it was unveiled. 

Councillor Ellis said: “We have got a clock that was put 
there for the millennium, just as we have the clock on the 
seafront, which has also broken many times. 

“I don’t care what anybody says, it’s a part of our her¬ 
itage or will be in the future. It should be maintained with 
the names on it.” 

She reiterated her argument that it was not the council’s 
responsibility to fund the food bank. 

Councillor Austin replied: “If we have £1,200 to spare 
we should be funding the food bank.” 

It was agreed to go ahead with the cheapest £40 plus 
VAT option for gold coloured vinyl, which is estimated to 
last three to five years. The other more expensive options 
included sign writing with gold leaf which would last 30 
to 50 years for £1,200 plus VAT, and gold effect paint 
which would last one year for £700 plus VAT.

Flag campaign for 
Armed Forces Day 

LYME Regis resident Matt Puddy has started a cam¬ 
paign to see the town decorated for Armed Forces Day 
- Saturday, June 29th. 

Mr Puddy is hoping as many shops as possible will 
join in the celebrations by allowing a Union flag to be 
placed in their brackets which are usually used to hold 
Christmas trees. He has already found £75 funding for 
48 flags from the View From Lyme Regis and Palmers 
Brewery, and plans to ask partaking shops for a dona¬ 
tion which will be split between Help For Heroes and 
the Royal British Legion. 

Lyme Regis Town Council is planning a parade to 
take place at 11am on Armed Forces Day from Gun 
CliffWalkto the Jubilee Pavilion on Marine Parade. The 
procession will include the Royal British Legion, 
Woodroffe School CCF and Colonel Dorland represent¬ 
ing The Rifles, formerly the Devon and Dorset Regi¬ 
ment which holds the Freedom of the Borough. 

A commemorative scroll will be presented to The Ri¬ 
fles, reciprocated by a silver bugle being presented to 
the town. 

Mr Puddy, who has been promoting his campaign 
on social netowrking site Facebook, said:"The sight of 
out entire town in red, white and blue would be mag- 
nificant and a real boost to this year's parade." 

He added that he would like to see other flags flown 
on more special occasions, for example the RNLI flag 
during Lifeboat Week or the flags of twin towns St 
George's in Bermuda, Barfleur or the football club's 
twin Creully when they visit. 

He would also like to see a Union flag always flown 
on the seafront. 

Mr Puddy continued:"Last year saw about four flags, 
we felt this was a poor show for a town that prides it¬ 
self on having royal connections and a very well estab¬ 
lished British Legion following. Of course, now it is 
down to the shopkeepers themselves to grant us per¬ 
mission to hijack their holders!"

Lifeboat called to boy's sinking boat 


LYME Regis lifeboat crew were called to rescue a 16- 
year-old boy on Sunday night, after his boat broke down 
and began to sink off the coast. 

The 13-feet boat was reported to be half full of water 
when the lifeboat reached it between Freshwater and 
Burton Brandstock. The boy was taken by the crew to 
the safety of West Bay harbour where an ambulance 
was waiting for him to treat him for the effects of cold. 

Lifeboat helmsman Elliott Herbert said: "The lad had 
apparently been fishing all day with friends but was on 


his own when the boat's engine failed and began to 
sink. He appeared to be very cold when we reached 
him, so we did our best to keep him warm and took him 
to West Bay." 

The lifeboat crew was launched again at at 1.30pm on 
Saturday following reports of a swimmer in difficulties 
off Charmouth beach. 

The man reached the shore safely shortly before the 
crew arrived on scene.This was the 11th emergency call 
for the volunteer crew so far this year.

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Mother and son to trek 
Sahara Desert for charity 


NURSE Margaret Amos and her son Shaun, from 
Lyme Regis, will be trekking across the Sahara Desert 
to raise funds for Weldmar Hospicecare. 

The mother and son duo will be among 25 complet¬ 
ing the 60- mil e trek over October 17th to 22nd, walk¬ 
ing up to 20 miles a day over difficult terrain and in 
scorching heat, accompanied by berber guides and 
camels. 

Margaret, 57, who works as a nurse for Weldmar 
Hospicecare, decided to take on the challenge as she 
thought it would be her last chance for such an adven¬ 
ture and her 21-year-old son, a former Woodroffe 
School student, soon decided he wanted to come along 
too. 

Margaret said she wanted to fundraise for the charity 
as she had seen the “great service” it provides for end 
of life care, adding: “You never know when it’s going 
to be your turn or the turn of someone you love.” 

She decided on the Sahara because its wide open 
spaces appealed to her and has since been training by 
taking on long walks along the cliffs and beaches. 

The pair have to raise at least £1,400 each to take 
part in the trek and will be holding a fundraising 
evening on Saturday, June 29th in Uplyme Village 
Hall. 

The Sahara Party will include disco music by DJ Lee 
Bryan, Moroccan snacks, belly dancing, a brazier on 
the patio, licensed bar and raffle. Appropriate costume 
is optional.

'We are where we are' with 
scaffolding, says town clerk 


THE town clerk has said “we are where we are” with the 
controversial scaffolding erected on Marine Parade, Lyme 
Regis, in May, but discussions with Dorset County Council 
are ongoing. 

The county council granted permission for the scaffolding 
to be erected across Marine Parade and down into a small 
compound on the Cart Road, which town councillors dis¬ 
puted, as they are responsible for Marine Parade, while 
county own the lower level of the seafront. 

Town clerk John Wright gave an update on the situation 
at last week’s Town Management Committee meeting after 
Councillor Michaela Ellis asked why the issue had not been 
on the agenda. 

She was concerned that no complaints about the scaffold¬ 
ing were logged in the council’s Complaints and Incidents 
Summary, as she knew many residents had expressed con¬ 
cerns about it. 

Administrative assistant Elaine Pawsey said people had 
complained but had done so anonymously, meaning they 
could not be officially logged. 

Councillor Ellis said: “There’s so much complaint about 
this and it’s as if we’re burying our head in the sand. We 
spent all that time deciding on licenses for seafront busi¬ 
nesses and then this scaffolding goes up with no discus¬ 
sion.” 

Mr Wright said he had been in discussion with Dorset 
County Council over the issue and was waiting to hear back 
on where “they think they stand” with regards to the tripar¬ 
tite agreement, recently settled between the town, district 
and county council as to which parts of the seafront each 
authority was responsible for. 

“We know where we stand but we need to know where 
they think they stand,” he said. 

He added that “we are where we are” with the scaffolding 
but perhaps this was something to learn from in the future. 

Councillor Ellis continued: “My concern is that we have 
one lot of scaffolding up. We could find out that we have 
half a dozen more coming up if we don’t keep an eye on it. 

“The public thinks we are doing nothing. There’s a lot of 
complaint on social media websites. If it’s not on agendas

people can’t see anything going on as it’s all behind closed 
doors.” 

Councillors Chris Clipson said there was “nothing going 
on behind closed doors”. 

Councillor Terry O’Grady asked if there was an official 
policy between the town council and county council regard¬ 
ing the erection of scaffolding. 

The town clerk said this was unclear, adding that he did 
not have a copy and the county council said they could not 
find a copy of a policy either. He added that he could speak 
to the county about not erecting scaffolding during the peak 
season and he was now being notified about all scaffolding 
applications in Lyme Regis. 

“It won’t solve the Marine Parade issue but there is now 
this active discussion between us,” he continued. 

Councillor O’Grady said: “At the end of the day there is 
no written, legal policy. You can’t tell me both councils just 
can’t find their copy.” 

Councillor Rikey Austin asked if the county took into ac¬ 
count loss of earnings from nearby businesses when they 
considered scaffolding applications. 

The town clerk said he did not know, adding: “I highly 
doubt it. They look at it from a highways perspective not a 
commercial perspective.” 

He said he would bring a report to the next meeting, list¬ 
ing all the relevant points regarding scaffolding and outlin¬ 
ing the town council’s current position. 

The scaffolding on Marine Parade is expected to stay in 
place until November for extensive internal works to 4 Ma¬ 
rine Parade. It is also expected that the hoarding will be 
painted and ammonite netting used to make the area look 
more attractive following complaints from the public. 

There will also be a notice board on the hoardings for the 
town council to advertise local events.

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Charmouth Primary loses its top 
rating in latest Ofsted inspection 


CHARMOUTH Primary School has dropped from an 
“outstanding” rating to “requires improvement” ac¬ 
cording to its latest Ofsted report. 

The school previously received the highest rating of 
“outstanding” in 2007 but in the latest Ofsted report, 
published this week, it was given the “requires im¬ 
provement” grading - the second from lowest mark. 

However, chairman of the school governors, Melanie 
Harvey, is confident that new headteacher Gillian Mor¬ 
ris can quickly turn things around. 

She said: “Although I am disappointed with the find¬ 
ings of Ofsted I believe it to be a fair and considered 
judgement. As a governing body we are very pleased 
with our appointment of Gillian Morris at the start of 
the academic year and are impressed as to how quickly 
she has been able to identify a need for change to im¬ 
prove progress and attainment of the pupils of Char¬ 
mouth School. 

“We will continue to support the school leadership 
team with the appropriate actions and were pleased that 
Ofsted recognised the plans already in place to improve 
our school. 

“It reflects the dedication and hard work of both the 
teaching and non-teaching staff who are working to¬ 
gether as a team under the strong leadership of Mrs 
Morris to ensure that the children under their care re¬ 
ceive the best education possible.” 

The Ofsted inspection took place on May 16th and 
17th with the results published earlier this week. 

Inspectors commented: “The new headteacher has 
“quickly identified aspects of the school that require 
further development to raise achievement and enhance 
teaching. She has begun to make the necessary im¬ 
provements, with the increasing involvement of the 
governing body.” 

They also noted that “the school staff are fully behind 
the headteacher’s efforts to improve the school”. 

The report stated that the school was not classed as 
“good” because “the progress that pupils make from 


their different starting points is inconsistent and not 
enough pupils achieve as highly as they possibly 
could”. 

It added that “teaching has not been effective enough 
to ensure all pupils make rapid and sustained progress 
over time” and that “teachers do not always use the in¬ 
formation they have on the pupils to ensure learning 
activities are not too easy or too hard”. 

It continued: “There are not enough opportunities 
provided for pupils to practise their English and math¬ 
ematical skills in other subject areas. Certain learning 
topics are not taught in enough depth. 

“The skills of middle leaders in monitoring the qual¬ 
ity of teaching and the progress pupils make are not de¬ 
veloped sufficiently to contribute to improved 
outcomes.” 

Good behaviour 

However, it commented that the behaviour and safety 
of the pupils was good, and that pupils feel well looked 
after, enjoy taking on roles and responsibilities within 
the school, have good attitudes, are polite and welcom¬ 
ing , have good attendance and are offered many clubs 
and activities by the school. 

Headteacher Gillian Morris added: “I would like to 
thank all staff, children, governors and volunteers for 
the positive approach and tremendous support we have 
received recently, as recognised by the Ofsted inspec¬ 
tors. 

“Furthermore, the inspectors agreed with our own 
judgements of our school at this point in time and were 
confident in our ability to continue to improve in line 
with our overall school vision and plans. 

“We all remain passionate about helping our children 
to continuously learn and develop their skills to max¬ 
imise their potential in a safe and nurturing environ¬ 
ment.”

Lyme Matters

L YME Regis 
was the first 
town in 
Dorset to confer 
the Freedom of the 
Borough on our 
county regiment. 

The ceremony was 
held on the Marine Pa¬ 
rade before the end of 
the Second World War. 

The Freedom was up¬ 
graded during the 1980s 
mayoralty of the late 
Henry Broom following 


the amalgamation of 
the Devon and Dorset 
when the regiment ex¬ 
ercised their right to 
march through the 
town with bayonets 
fixed. 

Sadly, the Devon and 
Dorsets no longer exist, 
having become part of 
The Rifles - but they 
are still our official 
county regiment and 
the association, I am 
pleased to say, will be 
reinforced over the 
coming weeks. 


As part of Armed 
Forces Day on Friday, 
June 28th when two offi¬ 
cers from the regiment 
will be visiting the town 
to take part in a cere¬ 
mony that will re-estab¬ 


lish the relationship 
with Lyme. Members of 
the Royal British Legion 
and the Combined Cadet 
Force at the Woodroffe 
School will parade from 
Gunn Cliff to the Jubilee 


Pavilion with a civic 
party led by the Mayor, 
Councillor Sally Hol¬ 
man. 

Lyme Regis Town 
Band will be present as 
will The Rifles’ Sala¬ 


manca Band. The Mayor 
will present an inscribed 
scroll to the Regiment 
who, in turn, will pres¬ 
ent a silver bugle to the 
town. 

It is also hoped that 
The Rifles will exercise 
their right to march 
through Lyme with fixed 
bayonets some time next 
year. 

Although the parade 
on June 29th will be 
quite low key, every ef¬ 
fort is being made to 
make Broad Street look 
as patriotic as possible 
for Armed Forces Day. 

Matt Puddy, a former 
columnist in this news¬ 
paper and keen observer 
of local affairs, has or¬ 
ganised an appeal to pro¬ 
vide a Union Flag for 
every Christmas tree 
bracket in town. The 
View from Lyme Regis 
and Palmers Brewery, 
owners of the former 
Three Cups Hotel, are 
contributing towards the 
cost of providing the 
flags. 

hilst on the subject 
of the Three Cups, 
Palmers are staging an 
exhibition in the Pilot 
Boat tomorrow (Thurs¬ 
day) to unveil their new 
plans for developing the 


site in Broad Street 
which has caused such 
a furore in the town. I 
hope as many local peo¬ 
ple as possible take ad¬ 
vantage of seeing what 
is planned. 

The argument over 
the Three Cups still 
rages, especially on the 
social networking sites 
where Councillor Rikey 
Austin has claimed that 
this newspaper mis¬ 
quoted her when we re¬ 
ported her as saying “I 
am the voice of the peo¬ 
ple” when the matter 


was last discussed in 
the council chamber. 

I was sat in the public 
gallery for that meeting 
and had the comment 
on Twitter within 30 
seconds of her saying it. 

I also checked 
Francesca’s notes after 
the meeting and sought 
the views of others in 
the chamber, including 
councillors.

EVENT OF THE WEEK... 


■ I CAN'T believe it is 33 years ago that I 
was one of 12 young men who ferried 
across the English Channel to play a game 
of football against a team of French players 
in the Normandy village of Creully. 

And so was born a unique sporting asso¬ 
ciation between two grassroot football 
clubs in neighbouring countries that has 
stood the test of time and, if the past week¬ 
end is anything to go by, will continue for 
many years to come. 

Actually, I did not play in that first game 
as I had my leg in plaster, having broken my 
ankle in the Axminster Hospital Cup a cou¬ 
ple of weeks before. 

Organised by our team manager David 
Cozens and captain Richard Austin, the first 
visit in 1980 was a very laid back affair. After 
the match we enjoyed a barbecue at which 


most of the players asked for their steak to 
be given a little longer over the flame and 
our first taste of Calvados which caused 
many headaches in subsequent years. 

These days our annual get-togethers are 
much grander affairs, especially in Creully 
where Normandy hospitality is second to 
none, although still very informal. 

We also do our best and this past week¬ 
end's 33rd anniversary included a splendid 
dinner at the Davey Fort clubhouse, hosted 
by chairman Howard Larcombe, at which 
Creully presented the club with an apple 
tree. 

Next year's 34th anniversary when we will 
be visiting Creully, one of the first villages 
to be liberated on D-Day, will coincide with 
the 70th anniversary of Operation Over¬ 
load. The Creully President, Geoffroy Simier, 


father of one of our players, Julien Simier, 
extended an invitation to the club to join 
those commemorations, just as we did 
when Prince Charles visited Creully as part 
of the 60th anniversary at which the Lyme 
club was officially represented and placed a 
wreath at the village War Memorial. 

Creully was liberated by the Royal Dra¬ 
goon Guards and, at their request because 
of their advancing years, we always place a 
wreath on the memorial when we are in 
Creully. We always will. 

And the football? That's how it all started 
and the games continue to this day, Satur¬ 
day's finishing appropriately in a 1 -1 draw 
following a wonder goal from one of the 
Creully players who won the man-of-the- 
match award for his 25 yard screamer. 

Another memorable weekend.

GREENTHUMB regularly attend to over a thousand 
lawns in West Dorset alone and this past season it has 
come to our attention that the unusual weather pat¬ 
terns have contributed to a plague of leather-jackets 
affecting lawns. If you are not familiar with this pest, 
it is the larval stage of the Crane Fly usually prevalent 
in Early Autumn, which lays it’s eggs in the lawn to 
hatch and become adult leather-jackets through the 
winter, spring and early summer. These eat plant 
roots and when they occur in any numbers they can 
literally consume the lawn from underneath.They at¬ 
tack lawns at random and occurrences may not fol¬ 
low any identifiable pattern i.e. your neighbour may 
have them and you may not, or vice-versa. This is due 
to a variety of varying factors like soil temperature, 
lushness of lawn, wind-exposure, length of cut. 

WHAT CAN YOU DO: If you notice areas of grass 
doing really poorly, brown patches coalescing into 
larger ones, you may have the first sign of an out¬ 
break. It is important to catch the outbreak early. 
Leather-jackets are capable of devastating a lawn. If 
you are worried you can dig along the fringes of 
these areas and physically identify the worms. It is 
often possible to lay an impervious item, like a door¬ 
mat, or similar on the lawn and the worms will ap¬ 
pear underneath it overnight. 

Treatment is very effective and can stop them in 
their tracks! Thereafter the lawn recovers very 
quickly.

'Big brother'parking meters and camera 


■ I WANT to protest in the strongest terms about the new 
parking meter and CCTV monitors that West Dorset District 
Council has installed in the car park behind Fordhams in 
Lyme Regis. 

One of the nice things about having overpaid for time on a 
ticket is the gesture of human kindness in handing the unused 
ticket to someone just arriving in the car park. These ma¬ 
chines, which require you to key in your registration number, 
will kill that. 

And you can't log your protest by keying in any old number 
to enable you to pass it on; the crafty big brothers at WDDC 
have thought about that, hence the spy-CCTV cameras. 
These will log your number plate as you arrive and match it 
with the ticket you buy. Then if you run over time they will 
automatically send you a parking fine. If you key in any old 
numbers, they will assume your car is without a ticket and 
start fining you from the moment you arrive. 

This is an outrageous intrusion and I urge everyone to write 
to Chris Graves, head of parking at WDDC to protest: West 
Dorset District Council, South Walks House, South Walks 
Road, Dorchester DTI 1UZ or email c.graves@westdorset- 
dc.gov.uk. Their motto - Dorset for You - is derisory. 


I know that all councils are facing cutbacks but I would 
like to ask how much are these machines and cameras saving 
in cutting the need for human car park enforcers? And might 
greater savings not be made by rationalising some of the 
other services? 

In Lyme Regis there are four lots of people who cut grass: 
town council, district council, county council and Magna 
Housing. There are also four levels of parking enforcement: 
town enforcers for the two town-owned car parks, WDDC 
enforcers for the five car parks they own, Dorset County 
Council enforcers for highways parking and, of course, the 
police - who apparently can't do anything to prevent parking 
on double yellow lines unless the vehicle is causing an ob¬ 
struction. But then they're usually elsewhere anyway. 

This “quadruplication” of function must be costing tens of 
thousands a year, but to pinch back the odd penny they install 
spy cameras in the car parks to tie the hands of kind shoppers 
who want to make a generous gesture to a stranger. 

Think harder WDDC.

Now it's crunch time for Whistler's Wood 


■ ON June 20th the West Dorst planning committee will de¬ 
cide whether to build two houses right under the towering 
woodland trees in Pound Street. 

In March, the councillors refused to approve the applica¬ 
tion, despite the planning executive’s recommendation, until 
they could visit the wood themselves and see strengthened 
terms for the trust that is supposed to protect the trees after 
development. Now is crunch time. 

There’s a common-sense argument here: does it make sense 
to build houses right under tall trees and expect the occupants 
never to want the trees lopped or felled? Since the occupants 
are to be members of the trust, and anyway by law people’s 
safety and amenity takes priority over trees, the answer is 
hardly likely to be “yes”. 

But equally powerful are the reasons for Lyme to want the 
planners to say “no”. There is a generous offer from Mr 
Chivers at Rose Hill (View from Lyme Regis, January 23rd 
2013) to buy the land from the applicant, Mr Craven, and 
then to make it available to Lyme - either by owning it and 
opening it to the public at prearranged times in different sea¬ 
sons (presumably rather like the open gardens scheme), or 
by handing it over to a local body such as the Lyme Regis 
Society to manage as a public space. 

There are advantages to either scheme - the first would not 


involve the need for public funding for the wood’s manage¬ 
ment or replanting, the second would presumably enable it 
to be accessed more days of the year. 

What is not in question is that this public-spirited offer 
would preserve the existing woodland as a wildlife haven 
and as an amenity for the town - e.g. for school visits (per¬ 
haps even for wildlife study and bird-watching) and access 
by the people of Lyme. 

I cannot see what Lyme gains if WDDC approves the de¬ 
velopment. The proposal offers nothing to the town apart 
from an underfinanced trust to maintain the trees. A third of 
the woodland site becomes man-made, with the remaining 
trees becoming merely a surround to the houses. Lyme gets 
no amenity from this while losing a precious asset. 

It’s not too late to press your representative on the planning 
committee, George Symonds (cllrg.symonds@westdorset- 
dc.gov.uk), to speak out strongly this time against the appli¬ 
cation. 

Whether you’re a Lyme resident or simply someone who 
loves this beautiful and historic town, I encourage you to ob¬ 
ject while there’s still time.

Opening of new Photographic 
Archive at County Museum 


A GENEROUS legacy has enabled Dorset County Mu¬ 
seum to rebuild its Photographic Archive and to ensure 
its long term future as a unique resource for Dorset. The 
sum of £100,000 was donated in 2011 by William 
Butcher, a former farm hand at Shipton Gorge Farm. 

During the Second World War, Bill ran the farm - a re¬ 
served occupation - and patrolled Chesil Beach as part 
of his Home Guard duties, often up all night then going 
straight out at 5am to milk the cows by hand! He and 
his wife Sylvia had a life-long interest in archaeology 
stemming from the discovery of prehistoric artefacts on 
the farm he worked. They were both avid collectors and 
had amazing collections of boxes, tins, and old cider 
bottles 

Bill Butcher's £100,000 legacy was used to completely 
rebuild the photographic archive, previously at risk 
from rain and flood damage, providing improved user 
facilities and a state-of-the-art storage capacity so that 
the collection can be both safeguarded and enlarged. 
Dorset County Museum has almost 50,000 photo¬ 
graphic prints, slides and negatives dating back to the 
mid-19th century - images showing what life was like 
in Dorset parishes in times gone by, with an extensive 


biographic collection telling the story of Dorset people. 
The new Dorset Photographic Archive is being officially 
opened on 14 June alongside the brand new Bill 
Butcher Common Room for use by volunteers and staff.

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Juke cleans up with flexible new diesel 


LOWER emissions, greater fuel economy, reduced 
noise and more torque - these are just some of the 
benefits of the latest 1.5-litre dCi diesel engine now 
in the Nissan Juke. 

Since its launch in the UK at the end of 2010, more 
than 19,000 Jukes - around a third of all sales - have 
been powered by the 1.5-litre dCi engine. With a 
host of improvements the new engine is expected 
to be even more popular. 

The changes have boosted maximum torque 
from 240Nm to 260Nm at 1,750rpm, with 80 per 
cent of this figure available from just 1,500rpm to 
improve driveability. And with C02 emissions of 
only 109g/km and combined fuel economy of 
67.3mpg, the new unit is the most efficient engine 
in the Juke line-up. 

The improvements have been achieved thanks to 
a host of technical changes. 

These include revised piezo-electric fuel injection 
nozzles, which now have a more precise spray pat¬ 
tern for better combustion (with as much as 15 per¬ 
cent less unburnt fuel) and a new, more responsive, 
low-inertia variable geometry turbocharger fed by 
a more direct - and more efficient - air intake path. 

In addition, a closed-loop low-pressure exhaust 
gas recycling (EGR) system, in which the exhaust 
gas is cooled before being re-introduced to the in¬ 
take system, has helped ensure the unit is compat¬ 
ible with forthcoming Euro6 emission regulations. 

Other changes include a new thermostatically- 
controlled variable displacement oil pump which 
reduces internal friction by adapting automatically 
to the engine's needs and oil viscosity. 

The new diesel features low friction enhance¬ 
ments including diamond-like carbon (DLC) coat¬ 
ings for the tappets and now also features Nissan's 
automatic Start/Stop system. With highly efficient 
smart management technology the engine restarts 
within 0.5sec of the clutch being engaged. Reduced 
combustion noise further enhances the unit's over¬ 
all refinement. 

Changes have also been made to the gear ratios. 


The 1 st and 2nd ratios are a little shorter to allow 
sharper responses at low speeds, while the remain¬ 
ing four ratios are slightly longer, taking advantage 
of the improved torque to deliver better fuel effi¬ 
ciency. Over the official combined cycle, the new 
Juke 1.5-litre dCi returns 67.3mpg as opposed to 
the previous unit's 58.9mpg, a 14 per cent improve¬ 
ment. C02 emissions fall from 124g/km to 
109g/km. 

Fuel efficiency is also helped by the use of the Nis¬ 
san Dynamic Control system, which enables the 
driver to select from three engine settings - Eco, 
Normal and Sport. This system now not only selects 
appropriate pedal sensitivity settings in Eco and 
Sport modes, but also limits maximum engine 
torque in Eco mode to 220Nm. In Normal and Sport, 
the full 260Nm is available.The unit's overall power 
output remains at 110PS while performance figures 
(109mph maximum speed, 0-62mph in 11.2sec) are 


also unchanged.The new generation engine will be 
available across all Juke grades excluding the 
NISMO. 

The best-selling model is expected to be the n- 
tec, which showcases new technology such as the 
latest Nissan Connect communication centre. As 
well as new navigation software and a 5.8-inch 
colour touchscreen, the system incorporates ad¬ 
vanced features such as Google Send-To-Car, which 
allows an owner to plan a journey on their PC or 
tablet at home or in the office and then send the in¬ 
structions to the car ahead of the trip. 

"As well as the obvious advantages of lower emis¬ 
sions and improved fuel efficiency, the higher levels 
of torque from the new engine mean greater flexi¬ 
bility and more refined cruising as well enhanced 
in-gear performance around town,"said Paul Wilcox, 
Senior Vice President, Sales and Marketing Nissan 
in Europe.
